He sent his confidante and general Malik Kafur against the rulers of the south. 

Ala-ud-Din followed the Divine Right Theory of Kingship. 

He introduced four ordinances to prevent repeated revolts. 


He introduced a permanent standing army. 
He started the system of branding of horses and descriptive roster of individual soldiers to 


inhibit corruption. 
He fixed the prices of necessary commodities which were below the normal market rates. 
Officers called Diwan-i-Riyasat were appointed in the offices called Shahana-i-Mandi to 


standardize thc market.

MOUNTAIN RANGES OF PAKISTAN 


The Himalayas is the world's highest mountain range home to all 14 peaks over 8000m 


including Mt. Everest and K2. 

The Himalayas, the highest mountains in the 
world, extend 1,500 miles west from the 
Brahmaputra River to the Karakorum, a 
mountain range that extends 300 miles and 
lies between the Indus River to its cast and 
the Yarkand River to its west. 

The Himalayas cover approximately 1500 
mi (2400 km) and pass through the nations 
of India, Pakistan, Afghanistan, China, 
Bhutan and Nepal. 

The Himalayan rangc is made up of thrce 
parallel ranges oflen referred to as the 
Greater Himalayas, the Lesser I limalayas, and the Outer Himalayas. 
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Mt. Everest at 29,003 ft (8,848.86 m) is the highest peak in the Himalayas. 

The main rivers sourced in Himalayas are the Ganges, Indus, Yarlung, Yangtze, Yellow, 
Mekong, and Nyjiang. 

The Himalayas are the third largest deposit of ice and snow in the world. 

There are approximately 15,000 glaciers located throughout the range. 

Some notable glaciers located in the Himalayas include the Baltoro, Biafo, Nubra. and 
Hispur. 

The Karakoram Range lies on the northem most borders of Pakistan and India, further 
extending into western border of China. 

The range is about 500 km (311 mi) in length. 

The Karakoram Range is bounded on the northeast by the edge of the Tibetan Plateau. 

The Karakoram Range is bounded the northwest comer are the Pamir mountains. 

The Karakoram Range has more than 60 peaks which are above 7,000 metres (22,960 ft).

The nuclear regulatory infrastructure has been in place since 1965, when tho first reactor 
PARR-I was commissioned. A nuclear safcty and licensing division was established in Pakistan 
Atomic Energy Commission headquarters which was upgraded to Directorate of Nuclear Safety 
Radiation Protection (DNSRP) after the promulgation of Pakistan Nuclear Safety and Radiation 
Ordinance, 1984. 

Pakistan signed the International Convention on Nuclear Safety in 1994, As n transitory 
measure, Pakistan Nuclear Regulatory Board (PNRB) within PAEC was established to oversee 
the regulatory affairs. 

After the promulgation of the Pakistan Nuclear Regulatory Authority Ordinance, 2001 
Pakistan Nuclear Regulatory Authority was created. It established PNRA as competent and 
independently body for the regulation of nuclear safety, radiation protection, transport and waste 
safety in Pakistan, and also empowered it to determine the extent of clvil liability for damage 
resulting from any nuclear incident,
